Mr. Walker, as Chairman of the House

the sewer assessments To do so would 
necessitate tbe purchase of a cabinet 
Costing about FJO, but a the Col|ectoi 
claimed, so Mr. Walker said, that the 
reduction lu the cost of Miidltli g sc-, 
counts tbat would follow the adoption 
of the card system would mote than 
compensate for tbe cost of the cabinet 
Inside of two years. 

Councilman Moore waoted to K 0 "W 
wbo would beuetit by tbe savlpg, the 
Collector o^Ahe town.

Aa appropriation of W.000 was voted 
to the Board of Health for smallpox 
expenses. Mr. Moore wanted tbe ep- 
proprlatton laid over until tbe Counell 
was furnlabed with an Itemized state¬ 
ment of wbat bills tbe Board of Health 
bad to pay. 

Mr. Coolan explained that part of the 
money would go to pay tbe hospital 
employees and the quarantine guards, 
aod It would not be just to compel them 
to wait three weeks or more for their 
pay.

werth's neighbors, Mr. Garabrant aald, 
testified tbat be bad violated tbe law. 

M. tf. Higgins spoke In favor of 
granting Mr. Bteenwertb a license. 
" He doea not break tbe ordinance,'' 
Mr. Higgins eald, " any more than Mr. 
Baeb or any other saloon-keeper. If 
both break tbe ordinance,'* Mr: Higgins 
argued, " one baa just as much right 
as the other to a license. Nods of 
the saloon-keepers.” Mr. Higgle* de¬ 
clared, " live up to the ordinance.” 

Councilman Moore expressed aston¬ 
ishment at lbe wholesale Indictment of 
the seloon-keepers made by Mr. Hig¬ 
gins. Mi. Moore cited reasons why be 
opposed Mr. Hteenwervb'a application, 
and one was that ba regarded It aa a 
new application, aod the general policy 
of the Council bad been to keep tbe 
number of saloons down to a certain 
limit, aod not grant new applications. 

Mr. Bayner disputed tbe statement 
tbat Mr. Bteeowertb waa oooaldered as 
a " new applicant,” and be challenged 
Mr. Garabrant to prove tbat Mr. Bteen- 
werth kad violated tbe lew. 

Mr. Garebraot said that be did not 
know of hla own personal knowledge 
that aueh waa tbe case. He cited the 
Installoe of two years ago when Mr. 
Bteeowertb waa refused a license on 
account of tbe charges sgalnst him 
of violating y>e j^w aod of keeping a 
disorderly place After those who bsd 
opposed Mr Bteenwertb's license bad 
left tbe meeting, tbe Council, Mr. 
Garabrant said, reconsidered Its action 
aod granted tbe license, and tbat 
reconsideration was due to a special 
plaa on behalf of Mrs. Metz, the owner 
of tbe building occupied by Mr. Bteeo¬ 
wertb, and who was dependent upon 
the rent for her maintenance. No such 
consideration, be nald, entered Into the 
preeeot application. Tbe application 
waa rsfuaed, Messrs. Unangst, Oonlao, 
aod Harrison voting yea, and Messrs. 
Moors, Walksr, Fsrrand, aod Peterson 
voting no. 

The next contested application was 
that of Daniel O'Ooonor, No. 160 Walnut 
■treat. Mr. Garabrant objected to the 
granting of the application and passed 
to the Clark n protest, signed, bs 
claimed, by representative# of fifty, 
three out of the oloety famllle* In the 
Immediate vicinity of the proposed 
saloon. There was formerly a saloon 
oondueted at tbe place applied for by 
Mr. O'Connor, but elnce It has be*n 
closed, Mr. Garabrant said, the locality 
had been much benefited and Im¬ 
proved. 

Mr. Bayoer appeared for Mr O'Connor 
and eulogised the applicant, who, he 
aald, was the only native-born cltlxen 
of tbs town among all the applicants. 
The community In which Mr. O'Connor 
propoeed to locate, Mr Bayner said, 
needed a saloon more than any other 
part of tbe town, and be Indulged In 
eon* reminiscence* about tbs "Sixth
